court house building moved back 60 faet, 
and construct the new building in front of 
it., 


"We would like to have the foundation 


built this coming fall so that the brick 
work could be commenced in the spring. 
It will take one year to erect the proposed 
new building. We shall pay particular at- 
tention to the ventilation and if necessary 
we will place fans in the basement. Noth- 
ing will be left undone to give the city of 
Lowell, a court house in keeping with the 
city's needs. The old court house will be 
left standing until the new one is built." 
x- Judging from Mr. Reed's remarks he 
favors using brownstone in the erection of 
the building.

Provision is made for the pay of substitute 
and temporary teachers, and for the de- 
duction of salaries of teachers absent from 
heir schools. 
A fee of $10 per term is 


required of non-resident pupils admitted 
to tbe kindergarten schools. 


The above are the principal cbanges 


made in the old rules. Of course there are 
minor points effected, but not to any great 
extent. 


The rules governing the traiuint; school 


are reported m full. 
The principal sec- 


tions are as follow^: 


An average rank for one term of le*s 


than fifty per cent, in any of the three de- 
partments of success shall be regarded as 
evidence that a pupil-teacher's continued 
membership in the school would be un-

vacancy occurs in tbe corps of teachers of 
the grammar or primary schools, which 
cannot be supplied by a senior from the 
training school, it sball be filled by the 
member of the oldest or earliest class 
graduated from the training school who, at 
the term of her graduation, ranKed hishesi 
o! those of that class who reside in Lowell 
ana continue to be applicants for teachers' 
positions; and such ranking graduate, if 
temporarily employed as 
a. substitute 


teacher in another school, shall be trans- 
ferred to the position to be first filled by 
a permanent teacher: provided, tbat in 
case of especial fitness, or for any sufficient 
reason by a two-thirds vote of the full 
board, ariy vacancy may be permanently 
filled by any graduate of the Training 
school. 
Every graduate of the school 


known to be in Lowell and an applicant 
for a position as teacher in tbe grammar 
or primary schools at the time any vacancy 
occurs, shall be treated as a resident, and 
shall have tbe predecence of appointment 
to which ahs may be entitled by rank at 
graduation. In case there are no graduates 
who reside in Lowell and continue to be 
applicants for teachers' positions at the 
Lime a temporary or other vacancy occurs, 
it shall be temporarily filled by the rank- 
ing pupil-teacher of the school who shall 
be that member of the oldest or earliest 
admitted class who, of the class remaining 
in attendance, received the highest total 
rank at the last completed term. 


Applicants for admission to the training 


school must be at least IS yeans of age. 
Graduates of the state normal school may 
enter the training school without passing 
an examination. 


The course of procedure to be adopted 


in the kindergarten schools is mapped 
out. 


All graduates of the training school, or 


members of the school who have success- 
fully completed the work of tbe junior or 
middle class, may enter tbe kindergarten ' 
training class without examination. Other 
applicants residents of Lowell, shall be re- 
quired to pass the same examination as is 
taken by candidates for admission to tbe 
training school. 


Non-residents applicants who are recom- 


mended by the supervisor may enter the 
training class by svote of tbe committee on 
teachers and training school on the pay- 
ment of one hundred dollars tuition. 


The rules governing tbe high school tat- 


talion provide for the order of promotions 
as follows: Private, color guard, corporal, 
sergeant, color bearer, (if large enough), 
sergeant major,second lieutenant,first lieu- 
tenant, captain. 


For promotion to a sergeant's position 


and for commissioned officers a written 
examination is required. 
Corporals are 


ranked according to their standing in a 
competitive drill.

When Senator Aldrich, the leader o' 


tbe ODpo»ition to the bill, WHS asked what 
he thought of Mr. Harris" prediction, ex- 
pressed the opiuion that it ic should not 
be entirely realized, it would come near 
it. 


"I think," he said, "that by nest Sat- 


urday night we shall be on the fag end 
of tbe bill." 


Both declined to state whether there 


hud been any negotiations lor au agree-' 
menc as to the time for the final vote be- 
tween tbe leaders on the respective sides 
of the chamber. 


It is known, however, that this question 


has been canvasspd more ot less in the 
numerous conferences which have ttiken 
place between Senators Cockrell, Hams 
and Jones, oa tbe Democratic side, and 
Senators Aldrich *iid Allison on the Re- 
publican side. Ic is also known that they 
have not agreed definitely upon a time 
because of the difficulty on the part of 
the Repu blicims m determining what time 
might be required for speeches by sena- 
tors on that side. They have, however, 
canvassed the question sufficiently to feel 
assured that there will be comparatively 
few more long speeches. There are, how- 
ever, some Republican senators who do 
not exactly agree with the joint predic- 
tion of Senators Harris and Aldrich, and 
who say that while they do not consider 
that the time for the final passage of the 
bill is far distant.they think considerable 
time will be required for the considera- 
tion of the income tax and for the votes 
on various features of the bill, as well as 
probubly some speeches when the bill 
shall be reported from the committee of 
the whole. 


Income Tax «nd Retaliation. 


When it is considered, it is probable 


that the income tax can be disposed of in 
less than two or three days at the out- 
side. There is also a probability that 
Senator Lodge's amendment for retalia- 
tion upon England will be revived by the 
silver Republicans, which would have the 
effect of at least briefly reopening the sil- 
ver question in connection with the tariff. 


The only tariff schedules which have 


not been disposed of tire silks, which are 
now 
under consideration, papers 
and 


sundries. These, with the free list, the 
Income tax 
and 
the administrative 


features of 
the 
bill, 
complete the 


measure. There is very little prospect of 
many speeches on silks, or papers, but 
there are several articles in the schedule 
of sundries and in the free list which are 
calculated to develop debate. 


The vrool question will be revived when 


the free "FOO! items shall be reached in 
the free list, and while the contest will 
not be so prolonged as it was when the 
wool schedule was taken up, it promises 
to be quite animated for a short time. It 
atill seems strongly probable that the ad- 
ministrative oart of the bill will be with- 
drawn and the present administrative law 
allowed to 8t«tnd. 


Senator Jones ssid yesterday that he 


favored this coarse for the purpose of ex- 
pediting the passage of the bill, and h:a 
judgment will most likely ba allowed by 
his Democratic colleagues 
to 
control 


their course.

SCHOOL BOARD RULES. 


DRAFT OF THE NEW ONES TO BE 


CONSIDEEED SOON. 


Import HUT Ch mines Rolaiu to Uia Train- 


ing Sclioitl mid tlio Pupil Tciiuliom— 
Membership of Coiamflleei C'liiiuRCtl. 


For some time past It has been a subject 


of comment; among members of the school 
couimlLleo that the rules of the board 
should be revised. 


As the result of wlmt seem to bo Ihe 


general desire of the members, the commit- 
tee un rules and regulations, assisted by 
Supt. Whltcomb, made 
a 
number of, 


chances in the old rules, added new rules 
and hud the report containing the revision 
prepared for the use of the school couimit- 
U'cmcn ami to assist them in arriving at 
some decision. 
Action 
will undoubtedly 


UP taken un the report of the committee, 
next Monday evenliip. 


The principal changes suggested arc as 


follows: 


The liommiUee on high school nnd on 


manual training will he mndo standing 
committees. The number of members on 
(he high school committee has been de- 
creased from eight to sis, one member 
from cuch wm-d. 


The committee ou evening schools shall 


consist of six members, one from ench 
ward, and the committee on books and 
supplies shall have a representative from 
each ward, 


A clause has been established In section 


G, granting to any member voting In the 
minority, ihe privilege "to ylve notice of a 
motion to reconsider at tlio next regular 
meetlnp." 


Examinations will bo required of appli- 


cants for positions of evening school touch- 
ers. This will not apply to persons who 
have already taught iu the evening schools. 


The duties of the committees on sewing, 


on manual training, on high schools, and 
on kindergartens, are already deliued in 
the re vised rules. A change has been 
mado so as to allow tho the election of the 
superintendent of schools to bo held In 
June. 
Provision Is made for the pay of substitute 
and temporary teachers, and for the de- 
duction of salaries of teachers absent from 
liieir schools. 
A fee of $10 per term is 


required of non-rcsklpnt pupils admitted 
to ihc kindergarten schools. 


The above are the principal changes 


made in the old rules. Of course there art; 
minor points effected, but not to auy great 
extent. 


The rules governing the (raining school 


are reported In full. 
The principal flec- 


tions arc aa follon's: 


"An average rank for ono term of less 


lhan fifty per cent, in auy of the three de- 
partments of success shall be regarded ns 
evidence that a pupil-teacher's continued 
membership in the school would be un- 
profitable, flud she shall be deemed LO have 
dissolved her connection with ibc school, 
which slip may re-enter only wiih thu 
unanimous consent of the committee on 
training *chnol. 


"Sec. lifl. 
No charge for tuition shall be 


made to the members of the junior class. 
The middle clus shall be paid $10 per 
month, and the senior class $20 per 
month.'1 


"Sec. 30. When a temporary or other 


Taeancy occurs In the corps of tr-achcrs of 
the grammar or primary schools, which 
cannot be supplied by a senior from the 
training school, It shall be filled by Lhe 
member of the oldest or earliest class 
graduated from the training school who, at 
the term of her graduation, ranked highest 
of those of (bat class who reside in Lowell 
and continue to be applicants for teachers' 
positions; and such ranking graduate, if 
temporarily employed as a 
subsiituLc 


teacher in another school, shall be trans- 
ferred to the position to bo first filled by 
a permanent teacher: provided, ihat In 
case of especial fitucas, or for any sudlcieut 
reason by a two-thirds vote of ihc full 
board, arfy vacancy may be permanently 
filled by any graduate of the Training 
school. 
Every graduate of tho school 


known to bo in Lowell and an applicant 
for a position as teacher in the grammar 
or primary schools at the time any vacancy 
occurs, shall bo treated as a, resident, and 
shall have the predecence of appointment 
to which she may be entitled by rank at 
graduation. In case there arc no graduates 
who reside In Lowell and continue to ba 
applicants for teachers' positions at the 
time a temporary or other vacancy occur?, 
it shall be temporarily filled by the rank- 
ing pupil-teacher of the school who shall 
be that member of tho oldest or earlie.it 
admitted, class who, of the class remaining 
in attendance, received the highest lotal 
rank at the last completed term. 


Applicants for admission to the (raining 


school musi be al least IS years uf age. 
Graduates of the state normal school may 
enter the training' school without passing 
an examination. 


The course- of procedure to bo adopted 


in the kindergarten schools is mapped 
out. 


All graduates of the training school, or 


members of the school who have success- 
fully completed the work of the junior or 
middle class, may enter the kindergarten 
training class without examination. Ot!:cr 
applicants residents of Lowell, shall he re- 
quired to pass the same examination as is 
taken by candidates for admission to the 
training school. 


Non-residents applicants who arc recom- 


mended by tlic supervisor may enter the 
training class byivole of the cornumtee en 
teachers and training school on the pay- 
ment of one hundred dollars Ltiitioo. 


The rules governing the high school bat- 


talion provide for the order of, promotions 
as follows: Private, color guard, corporal, 
sergeant, color bearer, (If large enough), 
sergeant m»jor,sccond lieutenant, first lieu- 
tenant, captain. 


For promotion to a sergeant's position 


and for commissioned ofljccrs a written 
examination la required. 
Corporals are 


ranked according to tbelr standing In a 
competitive drill.

lam Walter Pheips died shortly before 2 
e'clook Sunday morning at his home at 
lea Neck, N. J. He had been ill for a 
long time past, and quite recently went 
gouth in the hope that his condition would 
he improved. He derived but little bene- 
fit from his southern trip, however, and 
but a short time ago was so prostrated 
that his physician ordered absolute rest. 


Gradually he grew weaker, and for the 


past few days his death has been looked 
for at almost any moment. He died sur- 
rounded by his wife and daughter and 
his two sons. 


The exact nature of Mr.Phelp's ailment 


was never definitely stated, but his illness 
was primarily from typhoid fever, which 
was followed by meningitis and other 
complications. He was not naturally of 
a robusc constitution and he inherited 
pulmonary troubles. 


Jlr. Pheips' end was peaceful and calm, 


as though falling into a slumber. Mrs. 
Pheips is prostrated, the result of her 
long watching by her husband's lieuside. 


"William Walter Pheips was descended 


from William Pheips, who settled in Con- 
necticut in 1630, and who was a brother of 
John Pheips, private secretary to Oliver 
Cromwell. 


William Walter was the son of John 


Jay Pheips, a wealthy citizen of "Sew 
York. He was educated at Yale, where 
he distinguished himself, and v.-as gradu- : ^ 
ated second in his class in 1800.

He bore his full share in the 
negotiations, which resulted in the tri- 
Dartite treaty, and his services on this oc- 
casion were rewarded by his appoint- 
ment to the Berlin mission, which was 
made in June. 1SS9, on the day of his re- 
turn from Europe. As minister he exerted 
himself actively to introduce American 
farm products into the German market, 
and with great success. 


Upon his return to this country he was 


appointed by the governor of his state to 
a juSgeship of the court of errors and ap- 
peals, and a few weeks ago he was ap- • 
pointed a member of the commission 
recommend amendments to the judiciary 
articles of the state constitution.

For some lime past it has been a subject 


of comment among members of the school 
committee tbat the rules of the board 
should be revised. 


As the result of what seem to be the 


general desire of the members, the commit- 
tee on rules and regulations, assisted by 
Stipt. Whitcoinb, made 
a 
number of 


changes in the old rules, added new rules 
and had the report containing tin' revision 
prepared for the use of the scl oolc numil- 
teemen and to assist them in .11 mini; at 
souse decision. Action will undoubtedly 
be taken on the report of the committee, 
next Monday evening. 


The pi iucipal changes suggested aie as 


follows: 


1 lie committee on high school and on 


manual training will be made standing 
committees. The number of members ou 
the high school committee has been de- 
reased from eight to six, one member 
rom each ward. 


The committee on evening schools shall 
onsist of six members, one frotii each 
waid, and the committee on books and; 
upplies shall have a representative from 
acb ward. 
A clause has been established in section 
granting to any member voting in the 


minority, the privilege "to give notice of a 
motion to reconsider at the next regular 
meeting." 


Examinations will be required of appli- 


:ants for positions of evening school teach- 
:rs. This will not apply to persons who 
lave already taught iu the evening schools. 


The duties of the committees on sewing, 


m manual training, on high schools, and 
m kindergartens, are already defined in 
he revised rules. A change lias been 
made so as to allow the the election of the 
uperintendent of schools to be held iu 
lune. 
Provision is made for the pay of substitute 
and temporary teachers, and for the de- 
duction of salaries of teachers absent from 
heir schools. 
A fee of S10 per term is 


required of non-resident pupils admitted 
to the kindergarten schools. 


Tbe above are the principal changes 


made in the old rules. Of course there are 
minor points effected, but not to any great 
extent. 


Tbe rules governing the training school 


are reported in full. The principal sec- 
.ions are as follows: 


"An average rank for one term of less 


than fifty per cent, in any of the three de- 
partments of success shall be regarded as 
evidence thai a pupil-teacher's continued 
membership in the school would be un- 
profitable, and she shall be deemed to havi 
dissolved her connection with tbe school, 
which she tnay re-enter only with the 
unanimous consent of the committee on 
training school. 


'Sec. 29. No charge for tuition shall be 


made to tbe members of the junior class 
Tne middle class shall be paid S10 per 
month, and the senior class $20 pe:

"Sec. 30. When a temporary or other 


vacancy occurs in tbe corps of teachers o 
the grammar or primary schools, whicl 
cannot be supplied by a senior from th 
training school, it shall be filled by ih 
member of the oldest or earliest clas 
graduated from the training school who, a 
the term of her graduation, ranked highes 
of those of tbat class who reside in Lowe!

required of non-resident pupils admitted 
to ihe kindergarten schools. 


The above arc the principal changes 


made In the old rulcEi Of course there arc 
minor points effected, but uot lo any great 
extent. 


The rules governing the (raining school 


are reported In full. 
Tho principal sec 


lions arc as follows: 


"An averanc rank for one term of less 


than fifty per cent. In auy of the three de- 
partments of success shall be regarded as 
evidence that a pupil-teacher's continued 
membership In tho school would be un- 
profitable, ami she shall bu deemed to have 
dissolved her connection with tho school, 
which she may re-enter only with the 
unanimous consent of the committee, on 
training school. 


"Sec. 20. No charge for tuition shall be 


made to the members of the junior class. 
Tbe middle class shall be paid $10 per 
month, and the senior class $20 per 
month." 


"See. 30. \Vhenalemporary or other 


vacancy occurs In the corps of teachers ol 
the grammar or primary schools, which, 
cannot be supplied by a senior from the 
traininc school, It shall bo filled by the 
member of the oldest or earliest class 
graduated from the training school who, at 
the term of her graduation, ranked highest 
of [hose of that class who reside In Lowell 
and continue to be applicants for teachers' 
positions; and such ranking graduate, If 
temporarily employed 
as a substitute 


teacher In another school, shall be trans- 
ferred to Lhe position lo be first filled by 
a permanent teacher: provided, that In 
case of especial fitness, or for any sufficient, 
reason by a two-thirds vote of the full 
board, any vacancy may be permanently 
filled by any graduate of the Training 
school. 
Every graduate of the school 


known to be In Lowell and an applicant, 
for a position a? teacher In the grammar 
or primary schools at the time any vacancy 
occurs, shall bs treated as a resident, and 
shall have the predeeence. of appointment, 
lo which she may be entitled by rank at 
graduation. ID case there arc no graduates 
who reside in Lowell and continue to bo 
applicants for teachers' positions at the 
time a temporary or other vacancy occurs, 
It shall b<; temporarily filled by Ihe rank- 
iag pupiMeacber of the school who sli.il 1 
be that member of the oldest or earliest 
admitted class who, of the class remaining 
In attendance, received Ihe highest total 
rank at the lasL completed term. 


Applicants for admission to the training 


school must be -it least IS years of m;c. 
Graduates of the state normal school may 
emer the training school wiihout passing 
an examination. 


The course of procedure to be adopted 


in the kindergarten 
schools is mapped 


out. 


Ail graduates of the training school, or 


members of the school who have success- 
fully completed the work of the junior or 
middle class, may enter Lhe kindergarten 
training class without examination. Otl:er 
applicants residents of Lowell, shall be re- 
quired to pass the same examinailon as is 
lakcn by candidates for admission tottie 
training school. 


Non-residents applicants who are recom- 


mended by the supervisor may enter the 
training class.by vote of the committee on 
teachers and training school on the pay- 
ment of one hundred dollars tuition. 


Thn rules governing the Inch school bat-

He derived but little bene- 
fit from his southern trip, however, and 
but a short time ago was so prostrated 
that his physician ordered absolute rest. 


Gradually he grew weaker, and for the 


past few days his death has been looked 
for at almost any moment. He died sur- 
rounded by his wife and daughter and 
his two sons. 


The exact nature of Mr Phelp's ailment 


was never definitely stated, but his illness 
was primarily from typhoid fever, which 
was followed by meningitis and other 
complications. He was not naturally of 
a robust constitution and he inherited 
pulmonary troubles. 


Mr. Phelps' end was peaceful and calm, 


as though falling into a slumber. Mrs. 
Phelpa is prostrated, the result of her 
long watching by her husband's bedside.

His active career as a lawyer, however, 


was brief, for m 1869 his father died, be- 
queathsng him the bulk of his great 
property, and he had enough to do to |

to his care. He established bis home at 
Tea iCeck, N. J., and in 1ST2 was elected to 
congress by a vote of 12,701 to 9936. In 
the house he took his place among the 
leaders of his party. Two years later he. 
was a candidate for re-election to congress, 
bat WHS defeated by seven majority. 


In 1SSO he was a delegate to the Repub- 


lican 
national convention, where he 


played a conspicuous part as the friend of 
Mr. Blame, and an opponent of the third- 
term movement. After the nomination 
of G-arfield he entered upon a course of 
vigorous campaign work, but his health 
gave way and be was compelled to go 
abroad. He was at Nice in 1881 when 
President Garfield appointed him to the 
Austrian mission, a position which he 
held a few months only, resigning it 
upon the succession of General Arthur, 
lu 1SS2 he was again elected to congress, 
as he was also in 1S&4 and 1SS6. 


A Presidential Nomination. 


The name of Mr. Phelps was heard fre- 


quently in 1885 m connection w-'th the 
nomination for governorship of New Jer- 
sey, 
but the talk came to nothing. In the i 


Republican national convention of ISfcS, 
how ever, his State did him the honor of 
presenting his name for the presidential 
nomination, and he received 25 votes on 
the first ballot. 


In the following year he was appointed 


one of the three commissioners to the Ber- 
lin conference, on affairs in the Samoa n 
islands. He bore his full share in the 
negotiations, which resulted in the tri- 
partite treaty, and his services on this oc- 
casion were rewarded by his appoint- 
ment to the Berlin mission, which was 
made in June 1SS9, on the day of his re- 
turn from Europe. As minister he exerted 
himself actively to introduce American 
farm products into the German market, 
and with great success. 


Upon his return to this country he was 


appointed by the governor of his state to 
a judgeship of the court of errors and ap- 
peals, and a few weeks ago he was ap- 
pointed a member of the commission to 
recommend amendments to the judiciary 
articles of the state constitution. 


All through his life Mr. Phelps was a 


liberal friend to Yale college, and the 
alumni in no small degree owe their huare 
in the government of the college to his 
efforts. He was a fellow of the Yale 
corporation, vice president of the Alumni 
association of this city, a regent of tin- 
Smithsonian institution, and a founder of 
the Union league and Uuiversity

PEACEFUL END OF AN HONOR- 


ABLE CAREER. 


Life Sketch of 
the Famous 
nat. 


Diplo- 


NEW YOBK, June IB. -Ex-Minister Will- 


lam Walter Phelps died shortly before 2 
B'cloak Sunday morning at his home at 
tea Neck. N. J. He had been ill for a 
long time past, and quite recently went 
eouth lu the hope that his condition would 
be improved. He derived but little bene- 
fit from his southern trip, however, and 
but a short time ago was so prostrated 
that his physician ordered absolute rest. 


Gradually he grew weaker, and fortbo 


past few days his death has been looked 
for at almost any moment. He died sur- 
rounded by his wife and daughter and 
his two sons. 


The eiact nature of Mr.Phelp's ailment 


was never definitely stated, but his illness 
was primarily from typhoid fever, which 
was followed by meningitis and other 
complications. He was not naturally of 
a robusc constitution and he inherited 
pulmonary troubles. 


Mr. Phelps' end wag peaceful and calm, 


as though falling into a slumber. Mrs. 
Phelps is prostrated, the result of her 
long watching by her husband's bedside. 


William Walter Phelpa was descended 


from William Phelps, who settled in Con- 
necticut in 1030. and who waa a. brother of 
John Phelpa, private secretary to Oliver 
Cromwell. 


William Walter was the BOH of John 


Jay Phelps, a wealthy citizen of Nu;v 
York. He was educated at Yale, where 
he distinguished himself, nnd was gradu- 
ated second in his class in IStiQ. Atter 
this he traveled in Europe for a short 
time, and then entered the Columbia col- 
lege law school, taking hia degree in 18(13. 
He begun active practice nt once. When 
Justice Bartlett resigned bis place on the 
bench of the Sixth district court of New 
York city, Governor Fenton offered Mr. 
Phelpa the position, which he declined. 


His active career as a lawyer, however, 
i 


was brief, for in 18G9 
his father died, be- 
i 


queuthiDg him 
the bulk of hie great j 


property, and he Lad enough to do to 
undertake the 
responsibilities of 
tbe 


varied and important interests intrusted 
to his care. lie established his home at 
TeaXeck, N. J.. and in 1872 was elected to 
congress by a vote of 12,701 to 9936. 
In 


the house he took bia place among the 
leaders of his party. Two yeara later he, 
was n candidate for re-election to congress, 
but WHS defeated by seven majority. 


In 1S80 be was a delegate to the Repub- 


lican 
national convention, 
where he 


pliiyed a conspicuous part as the friend of 
Mr. Elaine, and an opponent of the third- 
term movement. After the nomination 
of (yarlield he entered upon a course ol 
vigorous campaign work, but his health 
jz;ive way and he was compelled to go 
abroad. He was at Nice in 1681 when 
President Giirfield appointed him to the 
Austrian mission, a position which he 
held a few months only, resigning it 
upon the succession of General Arthur. 
In 1£S2 he was again elected to congress, 
as he was also in 1SS4 and 1880. 


A PresldtiuUnl No mi oat I on. 


The name of Mr. Phelps was heard fre- 


quently in 1885 in connection with the 
nomination for governorship of New 
sry, but the talk came to nothing. In the 
Republican national convention of 18SS, 
however, his State did him the honor of 
presenting his name for the presidential 
nomination, nud he received 25 votes on 
thy first ballot. 


lu the following year he waa appointed 


one of the three commissioners to the Ber- 
lin conference, on affairs in the Samoan 
islands. He bore his full share in the 
ni'Kotialions, which resulted in the tri- 
partite treuty, and his services on this oc- 
casion were rewarded by his appoint- 
ment to tbe Berlin mission, which was 
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made In June, 1SSD, on the cltiy of liie re- 
turn from Europe. As minister he exerted 
himself actively to introduce American 
farm products into the German market, 
and with great success. 


Upon his return to this country he was 


appointed by the governor of his state to 
B judgeship of the court of errors and ap- 
peals, and a few weeks ago he wne ap- 
pointed a member of the commission to 
recommend amendments to the judiciary 
articles of the state constitution. 


All through his life Mr. Phelps tras a 


liberal frii'iid to Yule colle^o, and the 
nlumni in no small di-groaouvtheirbiiore 
in the government of the college to his 
efforts. 
He was a fellow of the Yule 


corporation, vice president of the Alumni 
association of this city, n regeut of tin- 
Smithsonian institution, and a founder of 
the Union lengue nnd University clubs. 
The chamber of commerce of this cily 
elected him an hoiioniry. 


Like all meu of similar wealth, con- 


itaut demands were made upon him for 
charitable, church 
and 
other public 


enterprises, und he responded to them 
geuerouslj'. 


Wheu, in the seventies, two savings 


banks in Hiu-kuusack failed, Mr. Phelps 
bought up the books of th 
positors, at par. 


His country house at Tea Xetik.in which
